COOKING BACK...

This evening's visitors to Richlands 
is Sydney Croatia, one of the glamour 
clubs of the NSL and a team always sure 
to attract fanatical support where ever 
they play. The reluctance of the NSL to 
admit clubs with ethnic names meant that 
Croatia only joined the League for the 
expanded two Conference set-up in. 1984. 
Without having to face the likes of 
Hakoah, Marconi and St. George, the 
strong Croatian club was able to 
dominate the NSW State League in the 
late 1970's and early 1980's. They were 
Champions in 1977/78/79/81/82 and went 
on to win the 1977/82/83 Grand Finals. 


Commonsense finally prevailed when the 
NSL relented and Croatia were allowed to 
join for the 1984 season, finishing a 
respectable sixth in the Australian 
(Northern) Conference. Incredibly in 
that initial season, Croatia used four 
coaches. The started off under Socceroo 
great Atti Abonyi, then followed short 
stints in charge by Mick Jones and harry 
Noon before current coach Vedran Rozic 
took control to add some much needed 
stability. In 1985, they were runners up 
to Sydney City in their Division and the 
following season went one better, 
winning the Northern Division by five 
points from Sydney Olympic. For the 
early part of last season they appeared 
capable of repeating their 1986 success 
and after ten matches were only one 
Point behind eventual Champions, Apia. 
However one win in the next ten games 
saw Croatia slide out of contention but 
success in the Beach Fashions Cup proved 
some consolation. 


Lions and Croatia have met only twice 
in NSL fixtures, both back in 1984. The 
first meeting at Richlands in April 
ended with a 2-2 scoreline. Goals for 
Lions by Calvin Daunt (26th minute) and 
Joe Cairney (63rd) were cancelled out by 
efforts from Graham Arnold and Ken

The coach of Croatia was Harry Noon 
who had started the 1984 season in 
charge of Lions. the defeat dropped 
Lions to ninth place in the Southern 
Conference, but five wins from the next 
six matches saw them climb to fourth 
spot - their highest finish in ten 
seasons in the NSL. Back in 1984, the 
two clubs were grouped together with 
Brisbane City and Marconi in the NSL 
Cup. The match in Sydney finished 
scoreless and the point gained helped 
Lions to top the group and qualify for 
the quarter finals. Lions supporters 
will need no reminding that it was 
Croatia who knocked Lions out of this 
year's Beach Fashions Cup, scoring three 
goals without reply.

RAY BAARTZ 


Turning 41 tomorrow is 
favourite soccer son, 
6/3/47 at Merewether. One of the finest 
Players this country’ has produced, 
Baartz first drew attention with his 
outstanding displays in the 1963 
Australian Youth Championships. His 
reward was a sporting scholarship to 
join famous English club Manchester 
United where he stayed for almost two 
and a half years. Despite being offered 
the opportunity to play alongside great 
Players such as Charlton and Law, Baartz 
grew restless for home and returned to 
the Adamstown club in Newcastle. 


Newcastle's

He was soon on the move to glamour 
Sydney club Hakoah for $5600 and within 
a few months had made his debut for 
Australia. This was in the 1967 series 
against a Scottish squad which although 
not at full strength, won each of the 
three games. Baartz scored Australia's 
only goal of the series in the 2- 
1 defeat in Adelaide. A young striker

from Melbourne, Hungarian Attila Abonyi 
also made his international debut during 
the series. In the late 1960's and early 
1970's, Baartz and Abonyi were automatic 
selections during the golden era of 
Australian soccer which saw the newly 
christened 'Socceroos' qualify for the 
1974 World Cup Finals in West Germany. 
Baartz made 59 appearances for Australia 


netting 21 goals while Abonyi scored 46 


times in 89 games. Sadly for Ray Baartz, 
an 'injury' sustained in one of the warm 
up games ruled him out of the Finals. 


South American giants, Uruguay, were 
visitors to Australia in April 1974 for 
two matches as both countries built up 
for Germany. The first match in Mel-= 
bourne ended scoreless - no doubt a 
surprise to the Uruguayans who saw the 
matches as an ideal opportunity to boost 
their confidence against supposedly 
inferior opposition. An even greater 
shock was in store for the South 
Americans in the second match at the 
Sydney Cricket Ground as the Socceroos 
scored a sensational 2-0 victory. Media 
outlets throughout South America at 
first refused to disclose the result 
believing that an error had somehow been 
made and that Uruguay had won the match 
by the two goals. Ray Baartz had put the 
home side ahead in the 59th minute and 
as time started running out, the 
Uruguayans became frustrated and in the 
76th minute, defender Luis Garisto was 
ordered off following a viscious foul on 
Baartz. Socceroo coach, Rale Rasic 
claimed afterwards that Baartz had been 
felled by a karate chop. Even though Ray 
Baartz completed the game, twelve hours 
later he was rushed, partly paralized, 
to hospital with a ruptured artery in 
his neck. This later haemorrhaged which 
interfered with the supply of blood to 
the brain. Although he was to make a 
full recovery, the playing career of one 
of Australia's finest players was 
finished. 


As recognition of his contribution to 
Australia's reaching the World Cup 
Finals, Ray Baartz accompanied the 
Socceroos to Germany with his expenses 
Paid by the ASF. Later in 1974, he 
returned to Newcastle and set up a very 
successful sports store. He was to 
become one of the chief supporters in 
the push to have Newcastle represented 
in the Philips Soccer League. This dream 
was realized in 1978 when Newcastle KB 
United joined the League. When KB and 


coach Alan Vest rted company mid- 
way through the 1%G| season, it was Ray 
Baartz who took control for the rest of 
the season, finishing tenth out of 
sixteen clubs. 


Newcastle is a city rich in soccer 
tradition and it must dismay the likes 
of Ray Baartz to see their home town not 
represented in the National League. Like 
Lions, they were relegated at the end of 
the 1986 season and last year, a 
relatively inexperienced side struggled 


in the NSW State League. For 1988, the 
ambitious Austral club have taken up the 
challenge to re-establish Newcastle as a 
soccer stronghold. If along the way, 


they can produce one or two players of 
the same quality as Ray Baartz, Austra-
